dent of the United States, defended 
himself under oath against an alle- 
gation of drunkenness. 
His direct 


testimony lasted about an hour and 
cross examination immediately be- 
gan.In substance, Colonel 
Roosevelt 


defended himself as a man of com- 
plete sobriety, although not a total 
abstainer. The leading points in his 
testimony may be quoted as follows: 


"I am not a total abstainer." 
"I have never drunk a highball or 


a cocktail in my life." 
."I do not smoke and I do not 


drink beer and I don't 
drink red 


•wine." 
"I have never drunk whiskey or 


brandy except when the doctor pre- 
scribed it, or possibly on some occa- 
sion after great exposure when I 
•was chilled through." 
"The only wines I 
have drunk 


have been 
white wines, maderia, 


champagne or very occasionally a 
glass of sherry." 
. 
"At home at dinner I often drink 


a glass or two of white wine and 
potend water." 
"At public dinner 
I sometimes 


drink a glass of champagne or per- 
haps two. On an average 
I may 


drink one glass 
of 
champagne a 


month." 
"There was a tine mint bed at the 


White House and I may have drunk 
half a dozen mint juleps there in a 
year.On the African trip the expedi- 
tion took along a case of champagne, 
a case of whiskey and a bottle of 
brandy. The brandy was for me be- 
cause I do not drink whiskey. In 
the eleven months of the 'trip the 
doctor 
administered 
just 
seven 


ounces of it to me for medical pur- 
poses. I never touched it except on 
his advice. 
The 
champagne- was 


used for three of 
our 
party 
who 


were ill with dysentery and for some 
sick strangers whom we met." 
"On speaking tours by direction 


of Surgeon General Rixey, I some- 
times took a goblet or two of milk 
on retiring, and in each there was a 
measured spoonful of brandy." 


"Since leaving the White House I 


think I have 
tasted 
mint juleps 


twice, part of a glass at St. "Louis 
and a sip from a loving cup at Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark." 
When Colonel Roosevelt remark- 


ed that he might have drunk a half 
dozen mint juleps in' a year at the 
White House, a titter went around 
the room when Attorney Pound, on 
direct examination 
asked 
if 
he 


drank them all at one time or more 


than one at a time. To the best of 
the plaintiff's recollection 
he 
had 


never in his life taken1 more than 
one on the same occasion. 


Cross examination of the Colonel 


only occupied twenty minutes.

was conducted by Horace Andrews 
of the defense as follows:

Martin Burns Suicides 
By Shooting Himself at 
Early Hour This Morning 


Gov. Cox Answers Comments 


of Two U. S. Senators in a 


Most Scathing Arraignment 


(Despondent because of ill health 


due to insomnia because of nervous- 
ness, Martin Burns, 42, proprietor of 
a saloon at ill Railroad street, took 
his own life early Tuesday morning, 
when he fired three shots into his 
body in the sitting room of his home 
at the same address. 
The first shot penetrated his right 


breast, the second shot entering the 
left breast and the third being tired 
into the back of the head 
Neither 


of the other wounds would have pro- 
duced death but the last shot fired 
killed the man instantly and he was 
dead before anyone reached his side 


The suicide followed a desperate 


attempt on the part of Mrs Rurns 
to prevent 
the rash act 
but the 


man's superior strength and his de- 
termination to end his misery vere 
too much for the woman to over- 
come. 
. In an Interview with the Advocate

Mrs. 
Burns told of the incidents im- 


mediately preceding the tragedy. She 
said that Burns had not slept sound- 
ly for several nights. He got a little 
rest Sunday night and did not sleep 
at all Monday night.

About daylight he went into the 


sitting room, saying that he would 
he on the couch 
for awhile. Fa- 


tigued by worry and fare 
for her 


bus-band, iMrs. Burns was almost at 
tho point 
of exhaustion 
and she 
dropped into a deep slumber from 
which she was aroused by the first 
shot fired 
She rushed into the sitting room 


where she found Burns standing in 
the middle of the floor with a re- 
volver in his hands. His shirt was 
burning on the right side and the 
man seemed da?ed.

Washington, May 27. — l'Speclal.1 — 


Several Important tariff engagements 
have been fought in the senate—sham 
battles, however, as they were evident- 
ly staged affairs—and up to dato there 
have been no serious results. There 
will be more of this preliminary skir- 
luishing before the bill is reported to 
the senate. 
Meanwhile the finance 


committee is hard at work making over 
the bill. At least, that is understood 
by those on tbe outside. 


This making over process will not be 


very agreeable to the members of the 
house who prepared and put the bill 
through, even if there are not many 
changes In rates. 
The house still 


thinks It has rights In the matter of 
revenue legislation, although they have 
been largely usurped by the senate in 
all tariff bills for more than a quarter 
of a century. 


The Fire In the Rear. 


The Republicans have been success- 


ful in at least one part of their tariff 
campaign. They have been able to stir 
up a great deal of fire in the rear of 
the Democratic majority. Protests of 
all kinds and from various people in- 
terested are coming to Washington on 
every mail. Of course the manufactur- 
ers are most numerously represented 
In these protests, but there Is a fair 
proportion from the farming and labor 
interests. 


One reason -why It was announced 


that the department of commerce pro- 
posed to investigate the reduction of 
•wages by concerns which charged such 
reductions to the tariff was to fore- 
stall the complaints of workingtuen of 
threatened reductions. 


It l» a Real Task. 


There are many Democrats who 


wish they did not have to frame a 
tariff bill. "Just think bow hard we 
struggled for four years to bring all 
this trouble upon us!" remarked one 
with a sense of humor. "AH the time 
we were working for the people and 
seeking power in order to give the 
people relief. And now we are afraid 
that some of us will 'get it in the neck' 
by the people if we put through this 
tariff bill." 


Shutting Off Debate. 


Old timers were somewhat amused 


at the proposition which some of the 
newer senators propose in order to 
prevent an interminable debate on the 
tariff. It is not to be cloture, but a 
change in the rules which will allow 
the majority to close debate. The dif- 
ference is that between tweedledum 
ind tweedledee. 
Whether it is the 


previous question or a rule which •will 
illow the majority to close the debate, 
t is all one and the same thing. Only 
when a majority votes for the pre- 
vious question is debate closed. 


But it is only a passing fancy. 
If 


he Democratic majority in the senate 
hould wait until a rule is adopted to 
lose debate before it takes up the 
tariff the tariff would wait until next 
ession. 


Burleson Is Busy. 


The long list; of postofflce appoint- 


ments sent to the senate every week 
by the president shows that Postmas- 
er General Burleson is busy. Burle- 
on is a Democrat who believes that 
as soon as a Republican's term expires 
his Democratic successor should be 
named. And so far the president has 
hown a willingness to be guided by 
bis Texas member of the cabinet. 


Far Western Diplomacy.

HEALTH HINT FOR TODAY. 


Treatment of Anaemia. 


In the treatment of anaemia 


there is need for a complete 
change of environment. 
The 


means to be adopted to insure re- 
covery are that the patient should 
live in fresh country air and 
have a generous diet, including a 
little meat daily. A little Bur- 
gundy wine may be taken once 
or twice daily at naeals. 
The 


remedy upon which reliance is 
placed 
by 
physicians is, of 


course, iron, this being admin- 
istered by way of adding to the 
red corpuscles of the blood an 
element in which they are de- 
ficient. This iron may be given 
in the shape of the tincture of 
perchloride of iron or similar 
preparations to the extent of 
from ten to fifteen drops twice 
or thrice daily in water after 
meals. 
Dialyzed iron is also 


given in similar doses. 


In taking any tonic which con- 


tains iron it must be remember- 
ed that iron has a very bad ef- 
fect on the teeth, tending to turn 
thena. black, and for this reason 
the medicine or tonic should be 
taken through a glass tube. 


There is no especial diet for 


anaemia, -but those suffering 
from it should eat nourishing 
foods, such as red meats, rare 
roast beef, potatoes, peas. corn, 
plenty of bread and butter and 
drink milk and other fattening 
substances.

with his 


meals, 
but 
never 
touched 
strong 


liquors except on advice of his physi- 
cian or after great exposure. He said 
he does not smoke or touch beer. His 
testimony, in substance, as elicited by 
his attorneys, was as follows: 


"T was born in New York, October 


27, 1858, and was graduated from Har- 
vard in 1880. In the fall of 1881, I was 
elected to the New York 
legislature 


where I served three terms. In 1886, 
T ran for mayor of New York, 
and 


was beaton. In 1889, I was appointed 
civil service commissioner and served 
six years. 
In 1895, 1 wa-s appointed 


president of the police board of New 
York and served two years. 
In 18!)7, 


1 was appointed assistant secretary of 
the navy and served one year. In May, 
1SOS, I resigned to act as lioutenant- 
colonel of the First Volunteer cavalry, 
commonly called the 'Rough Riders,'

She aroused a young: woman, oc- 


cupying an upstairs room, and the 
two started clown stairs again. Two 
shots were fired in rapid succession 
while they were on the stairway. In 
the meantime the saloon porter who 
had come to open 
up for the day, 


rushed into 
the house 
and Mrs. 


Burns called to him, saying "Martin 
is trying to kill himself." 


The trio rushed 
into the sitting 


room and found Burns' body lying 
in the middle of the floor. 
He was 


dead, the shot through 
the brain 


proving instantly fatal. 


Mrs Burns told the Advocate that 


it was customary for her husband to 
secure the gun from the -drawer be- 
hind the bar and bring it to the bed 
room each nisht after removing the 
money from the cash register. How- 
ever last night, he did not do this, 
and the gun remained in ihe drawer.
